They 
nearly all belong to the working classes 
connected with the shipping, and are bound 
lor Savannah, New Orleans, Mobile, Pensa- 
cola arid other Southern ports.

Tho slight difference be- 
tween the Irish and the other nationalities 
fdiows that the "green isle" is in a much 
more prosperous condition than formerly.

Great excitement existed among the col- 
ored people of Toronto, and strong articles 
symyathisfng with them appeared in the 
papers, respecting the extradition of Ander- 
son, a runaway slave. It appears Anderson 
killed a man named Diggs, in Missouri, who 
tried to arrest him. Subsequently he escaped 
to Canada. He was followed and arrested 
as a fugitive from justice. The case was 
heard before tho Court of Queen's Bench. 
Anderson's counsel claimed that he was 
to be looked upon in the light of a political 
refugee ; and not as a murderer, because 
liberty was his natural right, and Digns 
wished to deprive him of it. The Judge's 
had not rendered their decision at last ad- 
vices. __ 

Ficun.ES of Tin; Austkauah Gold 
Fields.— There are some facts given in the 
Registrar-General's published statistical 
notes respecting the yield of gold, which 
have a very close and intricate beating upon 
the presort state of the labor question in the 
colony. From 1851 to 1859 inclusive, the 
gross produce of the gold fields of Victoria 
is set down at £87,0-15,000 ; and the annual 
returns show that while the yield has un- 
dergone a gradual diminution since 1856, 
there has been an increase of persons en- 
gaged in mining pursuits, and in the num- 
ber of quartz-crushing machines and steam- 
engines employed in extracting the precious 
metal, or in facilitating the operations of the 
miner. In March, 1857, there were 02,211 
European males, of whom 3,035 were quartz 
minets, and tho mechanical appliances em- 
ployed consisted of 359 quart/.-crushing 
machines and steam-engines; 3510 pud- 
dling machines, and 379 whims. In De- 
cember, l859,|th'e number of miners had 
risen to 100,591 of whom 15,3-12 were at 
woik upon the quartz reefs ; and the ma- 
chinery employed was thus classified :•— .'!01 
quartz-crushing machines; 1296. engines, 
whose aggregate horse-power was 4357j ; 
3982 puddling machines ; and 405 whims, 



was £9,122,702; and deducting from this 
amount £231,184, representing ten per cent 
inteiesl npon the capital invested in ma- 
chinery, and ten per cent, fur its deteriora- 
tion, it will give n net residue ol £8, SOI, 528, 
divisable among 100,591 miners, yielding to

£88 7s. lOd, or 34s per week. — Australian 
am New Zealand Gazette.

Is Murder a Crime ? 
hi all well-regulated communities the 
unanimous reply to this question would be 
yes; tUaHbe sheddiug of human blood, or 
the sacrifice of human life, is the highest 
degree of crime of which a man can be 
guilty, and enn only be justified on the 
grounds of self-preservation or eases of ur- 
gent and imperative necessity. Ill the col- 
ony of Vancouver Island, liowevor, the 
wanton sacrifice of human lifo is not, -we 
deeply regret to say, viewed in the light of 
so grevioua an otleuce as it ought to be ; but 
on the contrary, he who imbrues his hands 
ill the ti loud of his fellow man; who, with 
the deadly kiiife or the unerring ret elver, 
ushers the viotim of his hellish malice or 
uny.ivernablti passion unprepared into the 
presence of his Maker, is, by a verdict of 
twelve of Ins peers, under the solemn bann 
of an outh, deliberately pronounced "not 
guilty" ol u' y offence against tho law, or 
even the peace and safety of the commu- 
nity. 

The result of the trial of Milliugton for 
the killing ot Coombs, must havo struck 
every right-thinking man with profound 
amazement J and in view of such a verdict, 
in the face of Hie evidence adduced to 
prove the prisoner's guilt, well may people 
shudder with fear and apprehension when 
they contemplate the consequences ol a 
veruicl which virtually declares that mur- 
der is not a crime, even of mi nor magnitude ; 
that human life may be sacrificed with im- 
punity, and that the long-cherished boast 
that under the British banner every man's 
life and property are held sacred and secure 
is but a mockery and a delusion. After 
such ' verdicts as have been given in the 
cases of Snel lin^ arid Milling ton, the par- 
ticulars of which are still fresh in the minds 
of every one, no person's life need be val- 
ued at a very high price. The would-be 
assassin, when he contemplates perpetra- 
ting a deed of bloody revenge, may well, 
and but too safely, calculate upon ac- 
complishing his work with comparative or 
toial impunity, in view of the precedents 
which have been established in the cases 
above alluded to. In neither case, to our 
mind, were there such mitigating circum- 
stances as to justify the enormity of the 
offence with which the prisoners were 
charged; »nd yet both, we may say, have 
virtually, if not actually, been justified in 
what they did by juries of their country, 
solemnly sworn before God and their tellow I 
men to do impartial justice according to the 
evidence, without fear, favor, or afTection. 

It is not our business to inquire into the 
motives which actuated, those upon whom 
devolved the duty of pronouncing judgment 
in these two painful and solemn cases. We 
admit it to be a fearfully responsible posi- 
tion to bo placed in ; involving, as it does, 
the life or death of a fellow creature. I! ut 
while we would carefully j;uaril the interests 
of the accused, and freely accord him tho 
benefit of any doubt that might possibly cx- 
ist in his case; still, WO should not forget 
that we owe an equally sacred duty to so- 
ciety, to see that crime shall not be allowed 
to pass unpunished, and that however strong 
our sympathies may jo toward tho accused, 
they must be laid aside in the discharge of 
a sacred and imperative duty. Without 
this high and holy regard for justice— stern 
though it be and momentous in its conse- 
quences— the sanctity ol our Courts will be- 
come a bye-word and a reproach, and trial 
by jury a solemn faiee. 
It has been stated— with what degree of 

truth we cannot say — llmt, on the trial of 
Snellini.', as well as that of M i I Iin«t on, there 
ware thosn u; on the jury conscientiously op- 
posed to capital punishment under any cir- 
oumntanoes ; nnd that, oonsequently, those 
persons would not, no matter how strong the 
evidence against the accused, agree to u 
vim, Ik" imperiling ihe life ol the prisoners. 
V V uUh o entertain thn greatest respect for 
Ihe e niiM'.ieni ions convictions ol others ; but 
for that description of conscientiousness 
M hioh will allow n man to perjure himself — 
to swear before God that he will a "true 
rerdiot give according to the evidence" — 
while it the same moment his mind is fully 
made up itiut ha will no< do anything of 

the kind— we ennless we do not BtltOrttin 
a very high regard. On the contrary, we 
look upon such cttuscinntimiKiiHSs BS a very 

d»ngerou« principle^ at»d those who are thus 

iOtUttod Bl dwo.dcdly dangerous Drlizens, 
We trust, however, that such report! are 
without foundation; but If, unfortunately, 
such there are Ln Mr midst, let us hope that 
l|„.y never will allow themselves ti> assume 
m> false and dangerous a positio'l, The

thropy should induce them to assume rt po- 



sition, the duties of which they cannot dis- 
charge without violence to their own con- 
sciences, or the utter disregard of the sacred 
obligations of an oath. Tho case of Mil- 
liugton is, we trust, the last of the kind wo 
shall have to chronicle for many a long day 
to come. He has been allowed to escape 
the consequences of tho fearful crime with 
which he stood accused, and wo hope he 
has thereby learned a lesson, which will be 
profitable to him for the remainder of his 
life. As regards the mora! efTeet and eon- 
sequences of his'acquitttal upon a commu- 
nity such as have here, wa must confess 
that we entertain very gravo and serious 
doubts. Doubtless the jury who tried his 
case can recoucilo their verdict to their own 
consciences; but we feel persuaded that few 
indeed wdio have read the report of the trial 
will admit the correctness of their decision. 

Colonial Governors. 

The London Daily News holds the follow- 
ing opinions about Colonial Governors : 

" A colony is very apt to ostimate the 
value in which it is held u\ home by the 
character of the man sent out by the Col- 
onial oiiice to preside over its affairs. By 
the appointment of a governor of acknow- 
leged political ability and capneity, of cul- 
tivated manners, of moral standing, and of 
pure domestic life, the colony is not only, 
and very properly flattered, but receives a 
real benefit in being Ihus furnished with a 
high standard of political, moral, and social 
life. If, on the olher hand a governor is 
sent out either deficient in these qualities, 
or a lifeless and perfunctory person, or of 
inferior political, intellectual, or moral re- 
putation, a feeling is at once excited in the 
colony that in the selection other considera- 
tions "than its we II fa re and happiness have 
prevailed, that its interests aro little cared 
for or attended to in Downing street, and 
that the public at home cannot be roused to 
control or defeat the indifference or jobbery 
of the Colonial Minister. 

There cannot be a greater mistake than 
to suppose that the importance of Colonial 
Governors has decreased under responsible 
government in the Australian, African and 
Northern American Colonies. True it is 
that there are ministers standing between 
them and the local legislatures, and tint a 
Colonial Ministry can fall ignorniniously 
without affecting the esteem in whiih the 
Colonial Governor is held. Nevertheless 
the experience, the tact, the temper, the in- 
dependent judgment, and Ihe better know- 
lege of human nature ot a competent 
governor must always be of inestimable 
value to the piditical affairs of a colony, 
without involving him in its parly conflicts. 
Tho political duties of a Colonial Governor 
are, however, in some sort, subordinate to 
his olher duties. It is for him and his 
family to preside over the courtesies, ame- 
nities, charities, and society of the colony, 
to bring together and harmonize, so far as 
possible, its discordant elements, to diffuse 
a spirit ol toleration and good feeling 
throughout its ecclesiastical and social dis- 
agieements, to diffuse the humanities, and 
unostentatiously extend tho elegancies and 
refinements of life, and to encourage ac- 
tivity, zeal, intelligence, in whatever shape 
Ihey may be manifested— in short, if we 
may be allowed the illustration, to play 
that useful and valuable part on a small 
stage which the Sovereign plays on a large 
stage at home."

TRIAL FOn ItOIUlERY. 

Lallum, a Nanaimo Indian, was arraigned 
at the bar on an indictment charging him 
with having stolen $500 from A. D. Mcln- 
nis, at Nanaimo. The prisoner pleaded " not 
guilty," and was without counsel. The At- 
torney General appeared for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Mcfnnes, Seleck and Qumonessum, 
were the witnesses examined, and the case 
being fully proven, the jury returned in a 
few moments with a verdict of " guilty of 
robbery." The prisoner was remanded for 
sentence. 

STKAI.IN'O TOOLS . 

Jan. Clifford ploadcd " not guilty" t« an 
indictment charging him with having stolen 
Sit) worth of tools from Chas. Moore. The 
Attorney General appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Messrs. Ring and Dennes for the 
defence. A jury was empanelled and the 
case proceeded with. After the examina- 
tion of witnesses, the case was given tu the 
jury, who were out until six o'clock, p. m., 
when they returned into oourt, and stating 
that it would be impossible for them to 
agree, were discharged. Clifford was re- 
manded into custody, and will be tried at 
this term of the coutt. 



House of Assembly. 



Thursday, January 31. 

Present— Speaker Ilelmcken, and Messrs. 
McDonald, Gordon, Franklin, Southgate, 
Burnaby, Green and folmie. 

The Speaker stated that the only business 
before the House was the second reading of 
the petition to the Secretary of State, with 
respect to the extinction of Indian claims to 
lands in this Colony. The House took it 
into consideration. 

Mr. Franklin moved that the section set- 
ting forth " that the purchasers of lands in 
thi.s Colony— had supposed that the purchase 
money for those lands would be expended 
in the colonization of the country, amongst 
which purposes the extinction of Indian 
claims would be pre-eminent," should be 
recommitted, as it led to the belief that 
those claims should be discharged from the 
purchase money paid for the lands; and that 
if at any future time the Homo Government 
were to give the Crown lands ot the Colony 
to the Colonial Government, they would, in 
accepting the gilt, have to provide lor the 
extinction of Indian til'es. 

After a lew minutes' discussion, the sec- 
lion was ordered to be recommitted, and tlia 
House adjourned until Wednesday next, at 
2 o'clock, p. m. • 

A Pair or Ge.viuses. — Yesterday morn- 
ing the two most notorious characters in 
town— John Butts and "Seotty"— were side 
toy side in the prisoners' dock at the police 
ollice. Butts was up lor gelling whisky to 
Indians and a general inclination towards 
loafcrism, and " Scotty" for being loo drunk 
to navigate, at three o'clock in the morning. 
•Sergeant Blake appeared as prosecuting 
witness against Butts, and proved pretty 
plainly that he had been guilty of sup- 
plying a native with a can of tangle-leg. 
Butts, as usual, made a speech, and alluded 
to the manner in which he had been " per- 
secute! I' 1 by the police and press in Cali- 
fornia and this place. He quoted Scripture 
profusely, and threw a perfect cloud of 
poetry, in the shape of Watts' hymns, at 
the head of the magistrate ; he finally prom- 
ised, if allowed to leave, to go at once to 
Poit Townsend, and take the lirst vessel for 
Australia. "And," said he, pointing to 
"Scotty," "your honor, I'll take this poor, 
lost wretch with me to the American side, 
and thereby relieve the town of a nuisance. 
■I'll buy him a new suit of clothes before 
ho leaves here, and I'll give him XI before 
he gets thnre, in order that he may nut land 
a pauper. As for myself, I have only one 
ambition left : It is to reach my native 
land and die in peace at the old home- 
stead." At the conclusion of his " pathetic" 
remarks, his honor bound him over in the 
bii in of £50 to appear in a week fiom now 
and answer the charge; "Scotty,'' upon 
the word of his quoiidum friend, was allowed 
to leave Scot free. 

Two Vessels Ashore in the IlAnnon. 
Yesterday morning, about ten o'clock, dur- 
ing the prevalence of a heavy sou'wester, 
the schooner Eclipse, of San Francisco, 
while atiempting to make her wharf, ran 
upon one of the largo sunken rocks in the 
middle of the harbor, on a line with Major 
Hay, and remained in the samo position at a 
late hour last night. Thfl rock it distinctly 
uiatkntl with a buoy. The vessel was 
hailed by Pilot Pike, while in the outer har- 
bor, but kept on her course without Inking 
hi in on board. Sho struck heavily, hut at 
iaut account i her bottom was supposed not 
to have received any material damage, and 
she may float oil* at the next high tide. The 
cargo i» valued at 316,973. About live 
o'clock in the evening, |hfl Hawaiian bark 
7t. F. Wood, just arrived from Hongkong, 
while also attempting to reach her wharf, 
went on the sand-spit just below Major Bay, 

and remained in the Mtino position at the 
time nl our going to press. I-iko the EollpsO; 
this ressel was without a pilot. From all 
that wo can gather, her situation is initoh 
more favorable than (lint of the Folipee, 
and no danger is apprehended,

Court of Naval Inquiry. — A Court of 
Naval Inquiry into the circumstances at- 
tending the loss of the bark Nannetta on 
Race Racks in December last, was com- 
menced yesterday at the police barracks. 
The Court was composed of Messrs. Main, 
Trivett and Pender. Messrs. McCieight and 
Pearkes appeared for the captain. Jas. Pat- 
ten, who was on board the bark at the time 
of the wreck, testified that he had sailed 
with Captain Main for three years ; he had 
always known him to be a temperate man, 
and had every confidence in him. The 
mate was in charge of the vessel, owing to 
the ill health of the captain, almost con- 
tinually, from the time the vessel left Lon- 
don till she was lost. His complaint was 
dysentery. The first mate testified that the 
captain was first taken sick three or four 
weeks after the vessel left Liverpool, and 
was quite feeble at the time of '.he disaster, 
being confined to his bed. After she struck, 
ho seemed quite broken-hearted, and when 
he came on deck could scarcely stand erect. 
The mate thinks he could have saved the ves- 
sel had he known the locality as he does now; 
but, relying upon what he then supposed to 
the' superior knowledge of the lighthouse 
hands, weighed anchor instead of waiting 
for the tido to turn. The investigation was 
then adjourned till Capt. Main's health 
allows him to attend. 



Victoria Theatre.— We regiet that 
there was not a full house present at the 
theatre last evening. From the manner in 
which " Jack Cade" was performed, the 
theatre should have been full to overflow- 
ing. Mr. Stark, in the character of "Jack 
Cade," was most excellent. His conception 
of the character was correct and his render- 
ing truthful. The house frequently " caino 
down," and the audience were seemingly 
highly pleased. Mrs. Stark, as Marianne, 
created a profound impression, ami her re- 
presentation of the deplorable condition to 
which the heroine was reduced by the ill 
treatment of her captors s,truck a sympa- 
thetic chord in every breast. The remain- 
der of the company cannot be too greatly 
applauded for the assistance they one and 
all gave in the very effective rendering of 
the tragedy. The entertainment concluded 
with the farce of " Grimshaw, Bagshaw and 
Bradshaw." This evening 11 Richard III." 
the firce of "The Secret" will be played, 
when we hope to see a better house present. 
A finer company of actors could not be got 
together in the city of San Franciseo,and last 
night's house speaks but poorly for the his- 
trionic taste of our people. The company 
should receive a support commensurate with 
their talent. 

Sax J can Islaku.— The last number of 
the Glympia Pioneer contained a paragraph 
to the eirect that a rumor prerailed on the 
Sound that the San Juan Island difficulty 
had been settled by the British and United 
States Governments. Such * report has also 
been uurreiit here since the arrival of the 
Oregon, with the addition that the Americans 
have been awarded the island. Whether 
true or not, we are not prepared to say: but 
the story goes that dispatches have been re- 
ceived by the government notifying it of that 
decision. There have been so many rumors 
of the same description circulated hero ever 
since the question as to the rightful propri- 
etor, 'was first mooted, all of which have 
proved unfounded, that we are inclined to 
place the present report iu the same eate- 
ry- ,

California as an Exporter.— But two 
or three years ago we were dependent, in 
gre-it measure, upon foreign places for many 
of the most ordiuary articles of consump- 
tion. Immense sums of money were 
monthly drawn from our pecuniary re- 
sources to supply the demand which was 
large and steadily increasing. Agricultu- 
rists, however, discovered that the soil of 
California was not only able to produce all 
we required, but in even greater abundance 
than other countries. Nor was this all, for 
the fact soon made itself apparent that a 
greater variety of produce could be obtained 
here than in any other one country. Ani- 
mated by these gratifying successes, hun- 
dreds were found who lesigned the pre- 
carious chance of making sudden fortunes 
in the mines for the more positive certainty 
of achieving easy independence by the 
slower process of cultivating the soil. 
Instead of delving into the bowels of 
the earth, thoy preferred to extract the 
riches which lay at tho very surface ; 
instead of digging tunnels and peifora- 
ting mountains or washing them down, they 
chose to make furrows with the plough, and 
trained the streams to irrigate their planta- 
tions. The result of this change has been 
beneficial to all classes. It is felt by the 
mirier as well as people engaged in other 
occupations. The agriculturist has discov- 
ered the secret of our independence and fu- 
ture permanency of prosperity, and it, is be- 
ginning to make itself felt and understood. 
If we receive silks and fancy goods, and fine 
wines and liquors, and gewgaws from 
France, we are now beginning to pay them 
back in sort. The products ot our husban- 
dry are exchanged for their manufactures, 
and tho drain upon our gold sensibly re- 
lieved. The ship " Foederis Area," which 
sailed the other day for Havre, carried of! 
205 sacks of silver ore from Washoe, 320 
sacks of barley, 2702 of wheat, 510 sacks of 
oats, 3 200 of fiour, and 30 barrels of salmon, 
the whole valued at S10,-1G0 92. It is rea- 
sonable to suppose that this return cargo 
will net a prolit to the expoiters, and it is in 
part payment at least for the cargo imported 
by the same ship. Here, then, we have a 
direct and promising trade already com- 
menced with France. We have been for 
some time in pleasant commercial relations 
of a like character with other countries, and 
our trade in export* is steadily growing 
larger and more important. Some time 
sineo we mentioned the arrival of a brig from 
Cuba, loaded with the products of that mag- 
nificent isle, and it was the first that ever 
reached our shores direct from that portion 
of the world. There is no reason why we 
should not prove as serviceable to Cuba, in 
the way of trade, as she to us, or that we 
should continue to pay in gold for all we re- 
ceive from other countries. The times have 
changed, ana the change is beneficial to all.
